Annual Report of the Tampa Cuban Mission for the year end- 
ing Dec. 14th, 1898. 

Bishop and Dear Brethren: — The year now closing 
has been graciously blessed under God in the development of 
this field. We began our work immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of our last Conference session with a protracted meeting 
in Ban Marco’s church. The results were most satisfactory 
and the influence of the meeting has had a salutary effect 
throughout the entire year. 

We have received nineteen new members and fifteen have 
removed by letter. One of our Stewards Bro. J. Volmey, 
whose Christian character and consecrated life was a benedic- 
tion to ail who knew him, fell asleep in Jesus on the 15th day 
of October. 

We have had several bright conversions during the year. 
That of Ygnacio Riera, a young man of twenty years of age, 
should be briefly noted. His parents are Roman Catholics and 
he was a student of theology in the Havana Seminary, prepar- 
ing for the priesthood. A sermon on the text u He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already,” made a deep impression on 
his mind and heart. At the close of the service an invitation 
was given to those who felt the need of pardon and would 
then surrender their lives to Christ, to signify the same by giv- 
ing their hand to the preaoher. — This was unhesitatingly acced- 
ed to and four days after, while relating his religions experience 
in the love feast, he said with deep feeling: “Brethren, once 
I was in darkness but now I see light all around me. I can 
see Jesus and am happy in His love.” Thank God for such 
clear testimony. — 

On the 10th day of June, we organized an Epworth League, 
“La Esperanza de Cuba,” (The Hope of Cuba,) with twenty- 
five members. The results achieved through this branch have 
been most pleasing and satisfactory. The religions feature of 
the League has received our special and most careful attention, 
to which fact, is due, we believe, the wonderful success attain- 
ed. The meetings are conducted by the young people and 
other members of the League. The services are very spiritual 
and well attended. We have a Bible class of young people 
which meets weekly at the Mission House and is faithfully 
taught by Miss Bruce. We have two Sunday Schools with 
fourteen teachers and one hundred and fifty pupils. Both the 
Wolff and San Mateo Mission Day Schools, under the wise and 
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judicious management of Miss Bruce, Supt., are in a flourishing 
and prosperous condition. The Boy’s School is now taught in 
the Wolff building to which two spacious and comfortable 
rooms have been added during the year. 

The West Tampa School House which is also used as a 
chapel, has been completed. The Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society deserves great praises for its generous gifts and 
noble efforts in behalf of the Cuban School work. 
It is to be hoped that the Island of Cuba being now 
open to the Gospel, our Woman’s Missionary Societies 
will enter the field at once and establish their most excellent 
School W ork in connection with such missionary movements 
as the General Board of Missions may inaugurate. 

My recent visit through some of the principal cities and 
towns of Cuba, and especially my labors in Santiago for more 
than two mouths, have brought to light wonderful possibilities, 
the existence of which I had not dreamed before. For instan- 
ce, the establishment of a free republican government in the 
Province of Santiago resulting in the steady growth and rapid 
development of its interests, has caused an earnest desire and 
disposition in the hearts of our people to readily accept that 
form of religion which, though not clearly specified, is sug- 
gested and encouraged both in the letter and spirit of its laws. 
There are many other encouraging features that might be 
mentioned showing very plainly the most favorable auspices 
and conditions under which our Mission work in Cuba can be 
sucessfully inaugurated. God grant that we may see these 
wonderful possibilities and providential openings, and, realiz- 
ing our duty, may we in His name enter and conquer the 
beautiful Island of Cuba for our blessed Lord and Kiug. 

Thank God the door which for more than 400 years had 
been bolted against the glorious Gospel of His Son. is now- 
open wide and, with floating banners and joyful hearts our 
beloved Methodism may enter in and occupy till Christ shall 
come in the glory of His Power! 

As far back as I can remember, the M. E. Church. South, 
has been on her knees praying that the day might speedily come 
when “a great door and effectual” should be open to the Gospel 
and the pure Word of God preached “w ithout let or hindrance” 
to the inhabitants of Cuba. Thank God for such earnest 
pleadings, many of which have ascended the Throne of Grace 
from the Florida Conference! Ihe great giver has graciously 
heard and in due time answered your petitions. Blessed be God, 
the shackles of a most abject political slavery have been brok- 
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en. The minds and consciences of a million and half of hu- 
man souls over whom the scepter of proud Rome has swayed 
more than four centuries, have been set free and gloriously 
liberated by the Stroke of that Omnipotent (though unseen) 
hand that rales the world! Brethren: — Your prayers are an- 
swered. The whole Island of Cuba is open to the Gospel and 
your own great and noble country has been the instrument 
chosen of God for the accomplishment of these blessed results. 
Women of America: — the redemption of Cuba was, under God 
sealed by the shedding of your loved one’s blood on the beauti- 
ful green hills of Santiago: — will you not help finish the noble 
work by them begun? Shall the sacrifice of the precious lives 
of those who fell on San Juan Hill and the unselfish efforts of 
those who survive, have been made in vain because of your in- 
difference and lack of sympathy and energy in the prosecution 
of one of the grandest movements that shall ever be recorded 
in the future history of the Christian Church? Let me say to 
one and all that the freedom of Cuba is but fairy begun and 
will not be completed without the liberal help and co-operation 
of the Christian Churches of America. — 1 care not how proudly 
the flag of national independence may wave over the Queen of 
the Antilles; as long as Cuban consciences remain under the 
yoke of spiritual slavery and opression, and until the radiant 
light of Jesus’ love shall have illumined the minds and hearts 
of our benighted people, there will be sadly lacking in the 
Cuban home that Christian influence which is the only element 
of its real happiness and our country will be deprived of the 
highest civilization that is the privilege of every nation to en- 
joy. May God help you and me and every true Methodist to 
do our whole duty and it shall not be long when “the wilder- 
ness and the solitary place shall be glad and the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose”

It now has a circulation of 
almost. 13,000 copies. .We earnestly commend it to our 
preachers and people. 

Your committee cannot too strongly urge the pastors to 
make as large a use of the League as possible. It is loyal to 
the pastor and the church. Use it to help you in your work. 
In securing vour collections, looking up strangers, visiting and 
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caring for the sick, it may be made exceedingly useful. Some 
Leagues are dying for want of some special work to do. We 
commend to you the living and vital questions of missions and 
education, in which the young people can be interested to 
the good of the church. "Upon these question our young peo- 
ple should take advanced ground. Our work in this conference 
has moved forward with satisfactory results during the past 
year. The State Conference, at Lake City last year, was an 
occasion of great profit, Only one District Meeting has been 
held within our bounds. Your committee feel safe in saying 
that the District Meeting is worth much more than it costs to 
thou who attend, and to the place where it is held. We urge 
these meetings upon jour consideration . 

The reading course furnished by the general Board should 
be in the possession of every league in the State. To keep 
thiB work on a permanent basis it mnst be well furnished with 
proper mental food and training. 

The minutes of the last State meeting contain much valu- 
able information which should be in the hands of our young 
people.

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REV. WM. C. JORDAN. 

Rev. Willliara C. Jordan was born in the State of Alabama 
in the year 1833, and was spiritually born in the seventeenth 
year of his age; became a minister in 1855, and died in Polk 
county, Florida, June 20, 1898. 

The last charge which he served before his translation to 
the joy of his Lord was the Kissimmee station. Entering upon 
the work with great hopefulness and zeal, at the beginning of 
the year, he prosecuted his labors with fidelity and success un- 
til a short time before the meeting of his district conference, 
when he was prostrated with the illness which closed his use- 
ful and devoted life, terminating a ministry of forty years, 
blamelessly and honorably. 

The greater part of his ministerial life was spent in south- 
ern Florida, serving the Church as pastor on missions, circuits, 
stations, and as presiding elder. In every sphere in which he 
labored he met the demands of his position and fulfilled the 
expectations of his brethren. To few men is it given to make 
larger increase in the wisdom of God than did he, and it may 
be said that he improved his talents to the good of his fellow- 
men and the glory of God. 

He was an earnest-spirited man and Christian. Believing 
heartily the great cardinal doctrines of the Bible he preached 
clearly and forcibly on the themes which move men. His 
style was sententious — packing his thoughts in good plain 
English words — -he delivered the truths upon which he descant- 
ed with a vigor and insistence which arrested the thought, in- 
spired the mind and stirred tne conscience of the listener. It 
is not strange, therefore, that his ministry was fruitful in sav- 
ed and sanctified son Is. 

His faith w T as simple and beautiful. There were no “caves 
of gloom” in the book which was his mentor and comfort. 
He knew how to draw water from the wells of salvation. Of- 
ten, in private conversation, his face would shine with the soft 
luminance betokening the presence of the Holy Spirit in his 
heart. The wrangling voices of higher critics did not mar the 
deep and abiding peace his soul possessed. 
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God has His uplands: only there do elect spirits walk, and 
there our departed comrade found his highest and holiest com- 
panionships. He underwent the crucifying of his fleshy nature, 
and as ‘‘gold is tried by fire and the heart is made pure by 
pain,” so he experienced the blessedness of those worthy ones 
“who walk in white raiment.” 

His family life was even, consistent and beautiful. While 
other lives are conspicuous by the brilliancy of some elements, 
his was as the clear shining of the sun — “shining more and 
more unto the perfect day.” He cherished humble views of 
his attainments in grace, but so luminous was his life that all 
beholding him, realized that he had been with Jesus and had 
learned of Him. 

He loved to converse with his brethren on the sbject of 
personal religion. His talk was of God and His goodness, and 
he expatiated with tear-dimmed eye and tremulous voice upon 
the salvation which delighted his soul and enabled him to re- 
alize his heirship with our Lord in the kingdtm of His love. 

Of course, he passed away in holy triumph! A life of 
lowly devotion was crowned with a victorious ending, and while 
we mourn his departure from the militant Church, we rejoice 
that he was faithful even unto death, and has entered into 
“the rest which remains for the people of God.” 

The closing years of his life were marked by great and 
sore troubles. Failing eyesight interfered with the freedom 
of his movements, but he used all the light his enfeebled eyes 
received in pursuing the vocation into which he had been cal- 
led. He often said that he “rejoioed that, while he could see 
material objects only with difficulty, the eyes of his soul were 
so clear that he could gaze upon Jesus.” The death of his 
wife was a sore grief to him, but he believed that heaven held 
in store greater joys in the reunion which he felt would not 
long be denied him. And so he waited until the Master he 
loved and served called him to the glad surprises of His heaven- 
ly home, conscious that for him to die was to gain Christ, and 
thus we would be “ever with the Lord.” 

While he think of the words of the apostles, “Blessed are 
the dead who die in the Lord,” the Sun of our souls struggles 
out from behind the clouds of sorrow, and picks out every 
letter of the apocalypse in gold?

Mrs. Susan Hice, second daughter of the celebrated Judge 
Doak, the beloved wife of our brother and fellow-laborer, Rev. 
Henry Hice, was born in Shelbyville, Kentucky, in 1859: was 
born again and received into the Church in her twelfth year; 
married in 1880, and departed this life at Jasper, Florida, No- 
vember 12, 1898. Such is the brief record of an ascended saint 
whose life among us only the recording angel can reveal. 

Modest and reserved in demeanor, her presence w T as, never- 
theless, felt in every sphere in which her influence was exerted. 
As President of the local aid society, and Vice President of the 
Womans’ Foreign Missionary Society of her Church, her la- 
bors and her counsels were recognized and respected. Fill- 
ing a delicate position as the wife of the pastor, her ready in- 
telligence was at all times competent to aid and guide in the 
work of the Church. She was never obtrusive, but always 
gentle, womanly, and discreet; never allowing the work she 
loved to lag through any indifference on her part 

It is a comfort to her bereaved household to remember that 
no harsh word ever proceeded out of her mouth. No unkind 
thought of others found utterance through her lips. The 
memory of her quiet and gentle nature remains like fragrant 
perfume to cheer the hearts made sad by her departure. 

Loving God supremely, she delighted in the work of the 
Church. Just one week before she left these earthly scenes, 
she was kneeling at the altar, during a revival in her husband's 
pastoral charge, praying with, and pointing penitent souls to, 
the Lamb of God which taketh away the ain of the world. 
Ready to labor or to rest, her ODly wish was that she might be 
spared to guide her household, comfort and cheer her husband, 
and rear her boy, if it were God’s will for her. But, not so! 
Her work was done, and in the vigor and beauty of her mature 
womanhood she laid down the Cross that she might wear the 
Crown. No doubt, she rests in the Paradise of God. 

There are no words our lips can utter that can soothe the 
broken hearted, but in our helplessness a voice divine may be 
heard, saying, “Let not your heart be troubled: where I am 
there also shall my servants be.” Safe and blest are the dead 
who die in the Lord, and they die to earth that they may live 
with Christ forevermore.

Sec. 3. Its object shall be to aid the families of deceased 
traveling preachers of the Florida Conference, Methodist Epi- 
scopal Church, South. 

Sec. 3. Any traveling preacher of this Conference may 
became a participating member of this Brotherhoad upon hav- 
ing his name enrolled on the Secretary’s book and paying the 
sum of three ($3) dollars as an advance mortuary fee. 

Sec. 4. Any person may become an associate member by 
having his or her name enrolled and paying an advance mor- 
tuary fee of one ($1) dollar. 

Sec. 5 . Participating members alone may have financial 
benefits in the Brotherhood. In other matters all members 
shall have the same privileges. 

Sec. 6. Any participating member who transfers to 
another Conference may retain his membership by keeping up 
his fees. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1 . The amount paid on one death shall be lim- 
ited to $800 — called the Benefit Fund. 

Sec. 2. Each participating member shall file with the 
Secretary a statement designating the party or parties to 
whom the Benefit Fund shall be paid. This he may change 
on due notice given to the Secretary, 

Sec. 3. Upon the death of a participating member the 
Secretary shall issue a draft on the Treasurer in favor of de- 
signated beneficiaries, equal to one mortuary fee, from each 
member, but not exceeding the limit named in Section i. 
Provided that there is no dependent relative of the deceased, 
the claim shall be referred to the Executive Committee, and 
its action subject to the order of the Brotherhood at its annu- 
al meeting. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall, upon the death of a partici- 
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pating member, issue a call upon every member of the Brother- 
hood for one advance mortuary fee, to be remitted within sixty 
days to him. and by him remitted to the Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. Should a participating member fail to pay his 
mortuary fee within the prescribed time, he must secure 
from the Secretary an extension of time, otherwise he must be 
dropped from the roll. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of every member to promote 
the aims of the Brotherhood especially by bringing it before 
the laity of the Church and canvassing for members. 

Sec. 7. All funds not applied on claim? of beneficiaries 
shall be invested by the Treacurer undeV direction of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee as a permanent fund, called the Reserve 
Fund, the interest on which shall be applied as oidered by the 
Brotherhood at its annual meeting. 

BY LAW'S. 

1. The officers of the Brotherhood shall be President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Executive Commit- 
tee consisting of the foregoing officers and three other memb- 
ers, to be elected annually. 

2. The officers shall perform the duties usually incumbent 
on such offices, with such other as elsewhere are specified. 

3. The Secretary shall keep a record of proceedings and a 
register of members. The register shall contain a list of 
Associate members, their post office address, date of joining, 
and amount and date of payment of each call; a list of parti- 
cipating members, date of joining, and each call, of payment 
of same, of death, amount paid in during membership, and 
amount paid to beneficiaries. 

4. The Executive Committee shall settle cases where 
claimants on Benefit Fund are not dependent relatives, shall 
direct the Treasurer in the investment of unapplied funds, and 
take such means to advance the interests of the Brotherhood 
as deemed practicable, It shall meet at the call of thePresident. 

This Constitution and By Law r s may be changed by a 
two-third vote of the members present and voting.
